BRIEF DUTIES: 


The County Auditor is elected for a term of four 
years by the people and he is required to execute a 
satisfactory bond. The Auditor is Clerk of the 
Board of County Commissioners and he shall keep 
a record in'a book provided for that purpose, of the 
proceedings and determinations of said Board, and 
shall also keep safely all books, papers, vouchers, 
documents, etc., pertaining to the business of the 
Board of County Commissioners, same to be open 
to the inspection of any person. 


He shall examine and settle all accounts and de- 
mands chargeable against the county, not otherwise 
directed, and for all such sums of money settled and 
allowed by himself, such other tribunal or person, or 
where the same is fixed by law, he shall issue his 
orders on the Treasurer of the County, payable to the 
person entitled thereto. 


He shall keep an accurate account—current with 
the County Treasurer, and when any person shall de- 
posit with him any receipt given by the Treasurer 
for money paid into the Treasury, the Auditor shall 
file such receipt and charge the Treasurer with the 
amount thereof. 


The County Auditor is authorized to take ac- 
knowledgements of deeds and mortgages executed 
for the security of trust funds required to be loaned 
by them. The Auditor and his deputies, are author- 
ized to administer oaths, if necessary, in the per- 
formance of their duties; also the oath of office to 
any officer who receives his certificate of appoint- 
ment or election from such Auditor, and oaths rela- 
tive to the duty of such officers. 


He acts as ex-officio member of the Board of 
Review, Clerk of County Council, Clerk of Board of 
Tax Adjustment, Clerk of Finance Board, and Ad- 
ministrator of Old Age Pension Act.

POWERS AND DUTIES 


The powers and duties of a county as a body 
politic and corporate shall be exercised by a Board 
of County Commissioners, to consist of three quali- 
fied electors, any two of whom shall be competent 
to transact business, and such board may prosecute 
and defend suits and have all other duties, rights 
and powers incident to corporations, 


The commissioners are elected for a term of 
three years rotating so that there is one odd member 
on the board at all times. There are three districts in 
the county, and while the commissioners are elected 
by all voters of the county, each one must reside in 
one of these districts, 


1st. To make orders respecting the property of 
the county in conformity to law, to buy or sell public 
grounds of the county, also buildings, etc.; to have 
care and custody of same. 


2nd. To allow all accounts chargeable against the 
county, not otherwise provided for; and to direct the 
raising of such sums as may be necessary to defray 
all county expenses. 


8rd. To purchase materials and supplies of any and 
every sort which are to be paid for out of the county 
treasury, same to be contracted for by sealed bids. 


4th. To appropriate funds to aid in the construction 
and repair of roads and bridges in any part of the 
county. 


5th. To perform all other duties that may be en- 
joined on them by any law of this state. 
The Board of County Commissioners shall have 


open meetings at their office and all persons de- 
siring to attend may do so. 


All claims filed against the county with the county 
Auditor, are submitted to the board for approval or 
rejection. 


Under the statutes the board of commissioners 
shall approve or disapprove old age pensions.

The Recorder preserves the plat book of the 
County; keeps records of articles of incorporations; 
attests all releases and assignments, and on request 
furnishes certified copies of records of his office.

The Prosecuting Attorney, within his respective 
jurisdiction shall conduct all prosecutions for fel- 
onies or misdemeanors and all suits or forfeited rec- 
ognizances, resist applications for changing names, 
protect the interests of all persons of unsound mind, 
and superintend on behalf of counties, of any of 
the trust funds; all suits in which the same may be 
interested or involved, and shall perform all other 
duties required of this office by law.

CHIEF DUTIES OF CLERK 


The Clerk of the Circuit Court is elected for a 
term of four years and is required to execute satis- 
factory bond. The Clerk is also a member of the 
Jury Commissioners, and ex-officio Registrar and 
Member of the County Election Board. 


The chief duties of the Clerk are to execute and 
keep a record of all actions of the Circuit Court and 
Superior Courts. 


Some of the other duties are to furnish informa- 
tion relative to pardons; issue marriage licenses; 
administer oaths; keep a record of criminal and 
juvenile statistics; issue orders relating to guardian- 
ships; issue writs of attachment, writs of execution, 
subpoenas and other writs; file petitions, pleadings; 
keep index of judgments and liens; custodian of 
grand jury indictments and reports; issue execution 
judgments of records in the office; approve appear- 
ance bonds of criminals out on bond; passport and 
naturalization papers; keep a list of notaries public 
and justices of the peace; approve bonds of guar- 
dians, executors and administrators; custodian of 
county marriage records; keep a record of accidental 
deaths; issue commitments for persons delivered to 
the penitentiary and insane hospitals; has charge of 
all court records in law, equity and probate matters; 
issue fish and game licenses, junk dealers, doctors, 
dentists, nurses, drugless physicians, opticians and 
poultry licenses; prepares and certifies all transcripts 
of court orders, papers and appeals to Appellate, 
Supreme and Federal Courts. 


Has complete charge of the registration of vot- 
ers and not only has full charge of records but is 
the official registrar and all deputy registrars in the 
field work from that office.

DUTIES 

The Sheriff of the County is elected for a term 
of me years and is required to execute satisfactory 

ond. 

The Sheriff is chief custodian of the jail. As 
chief custodian, it is his duty to supervise the care 
in the handling of all prisoners brought in and is 
responsible for their safe-keeping. 

He must serve all summons and writs issued 
out of the various courts and return them to their 
respective courts with his doings thereon. He is re- 
sponsible for their proper execution and handling. 

The Sheriff is the conservator of the peace in 
the entire County and it is up to him to see that law 
and order is maintained, and in the suppressing of 
riots and crime prevention. 

He has full police power to arrest offenders on 
sight and cause them to be brought to trial before 
the proper magistrate. In his official capacity as 
Sheriff, he must see that all County roads are kept 
clear and in event of a wreck along the county high- 
ways, he must see that any injured persons are prop- 
erly cared for and the highway cleared. He must, in 
person, or by deputy, have a representative in each 
court, when in session and is charged with obeying 
the lawful orders of the courts.

DUTIES 


The Township Trustees of the County shall 
meet at the office of the Auditor on the first Mon- 
day in June at 10 o’clock and every four years there- 
alter; to elect by ballot a county school superinten- 

ent. 

Such County Superintendent shall enter upon 
his duties of office on August sixteenth following. 
Before entering upon his duties he shall subscribe 
and take oath to perform such duties according to 
law, which oath shall be filed with the County Aud- 
itor. He shall be required to also execute a satis- 
factory bond to the Auditor for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. 

The superintendent supervises and administers 
affairs of the County Schools outside of the city and 
is Chairman of the Board of Education. 

The Board is composed of the Trustees in the 
County and the Chairman of each board is selected 
from these Trustees. They have power to elect the 
attendance officer and the County Agent.

BRIEF DUTIES 

The County Treasurer before he enters upon the 
duties of his office shall execute a satisfactory bond 
to the County Board, which bond shall be fixed by 
the County Clerk, on or before the first of January, 
thirteen months after election. 

The County Treasurer shall receive and safely 
keep the revenues and other public monies of the 
county, and all money and funds authorized by law 
to pa paid to him, and disburse the same pursuant 
to law. 

The County Treasurer shall keep proper books 
of accounts in which he shall keep a regular, just 
and true account of all monies, revenues and funds 
paid out by him agreeable to law. Said books shall 
be free to the inspection of all persons wishing to 
examine the same. 

When any county order is presented to him and 
examined, the County Treasurer shall personally 
countersign the same, keeping record of same in a 
book for that purpose, giving complete information, 
and when such order is paid he shall cancel and note 
the fact opposite such entry. 

He is responsible for the acts of his deputies. 

The County Treasurer collects all taxes on real 
and personal property for the city, county and state. 
The County Treasurer is also custodian of police, 
firemen and municipal utility pension funds. The 
County Treasurer also sells all intangible tax stamps; 
is also custodian of all receipts of municipal utilities, 
of all monies taken in by the city, water and light 
departments. In cities of thìs class he also acts as 
City Treasurer.

The County Surveyor is elected for a term of 2 
years, takes care of the ditching of the side roads, 
ditch allotments, tile, ditch repairs, bridge design, 
and construction. He plans for highway construction, 
maps and handles all land surveying. The Township 
Trustees are the Surveyor's deputies in regard to 
ditch work only. 

He has charge of engineering on 40 WPA pro- 
jects in the county. This includes Highways, levees, 
cleaning and clearing of creeks and other projects. 
The Survevor is required to be a licensed graduate 
engineer.

BRIEF DUTIES 
The duties of the Coroner are: 


To take charge of the body of anyone dying, where 
there was no medical doctor in attendance, undue 
means, murders, accidental deaths, etc. 

As soon as notified of the death of anyone from 
any of these causes, it is the duty of the Coroner to 
proceed to investigate, and find out, if possible, the 
exact cause of death. If the death is of any criminal 
nature he is supposed to take into his custody the 
person or persons responsible for same, in all cases 
the Coroner makes an investigation by himself, ren- 
ders a verdict on the death. The Coroner is also a 
police officer and has the same powers of the Sheriff 
of the county in which he is Coroner. 

In cases where the Sheriff or his family is invalid, 
it is the duties of the Coroner to be the Sheriff in 
such cases, such as making arrests and serving pa- 
pers of the different courts.
